U.S. Forces Enter Fallujah 


Hospital seized in first phase of bid to oust Iraqi insurgents

NEAR FALLUJAH, IRAQ | U.S. forces pushed 
into western districts of Fallujah early 
Monday, seizing the main city hospital and 
securing two key bridges over the Euphrates 
river in what appeared to be the first stage 
of the long-expected assault on the insur- 
gent stronghold. 

An AC-130 gunship raked the city with 
40 mm cannon fire as explosions from U.S. 
artillery lit up the night sky. Intermittent artil- 
lery fire blasted southern neighborhoods of 
Fallujah, and orange fireballs from high explo- 
sive airbursts could be seen above the rooftops. 


U.S. officials said the toughest fight was yet 
to come — when American forces enter the 
main part of the city on the east bank of the 
river, including the Jolan neighborhood where 
insurgent defenses are believed the strongest. 

Before the assault began, U.S. command- 
ers warned troops to expect the most brutal 
urban fighting since the Vietnam War. 

The initial attacks on Fallujah began just 
hours after the Iraqi government declared 60 
days of emergency rule throughout most of 


the country as militants dramatically escalat- 
ed attacks, killing at least 30 people, includ- 
ing two Americans. 

Iraqi interim Prime Minister AyadAllawi 
said the state of emergency is a “very pow- 
erful message that we are serious” about 
reining in insurgents before elections set 
for late January. 

Allawi said nothing in public about the 
beginning of the attack in Fallujah, although 
U.S. commanders have said it would be his 
responsibility to order the storming of 
the city, jim krane (ap)

Rove Reflects on Campaign Strategy 


Stable Iraq at Top 
Of Voter Priorities 


GOP political adviser 
says Kerry’s votes a 
key factor in Bush win 

WASHINGTON I Reflecting on how 
he delivered President Bush his 
second term, White House polit- 
ical adviser Karl Rove admitted 
Sunday that John Kerry’s vote for, 
then against, funding in Iraq and 
Afghanistan was the “gift that kept 
on giving.” 


The deft strategy of Rove, whom 
Bush calls the architect of his re- 
election campaign, 
is credited with 
helping move the 
nation from the 49 
percent to 49 per- 
cent stalemate of 
the 2000 election 
to a 51 percent to 48 
percent split in the GOP’s favor. 

“The country is still close, but it 
has moved in a Republican direc- 


tion, and this election confirmed 
that,” Rove said on NBC’s “Meet 
the Press.” 

Rove played down the impor- 
tance to the campaign of “moral val- 
ues,” which exit polls last Tuesday 
unexpectedly identified as a major 
consideration of many voters. 

Rove said 34 percent of the vot- 
ers were motivated by issues sur- 
rounding Iraq and the war on terror, 
compared with 30 percent moti- 
vated by moral values, (ap) 


Post-election poll also 
finds deficit more of a 
concern than tax cuts 

WASHINGTON | As President Bush 
mulls what to do after winning re- 
election, voters say his first priority 
should be resolving the situation in 
Iraq, where the fighting is growing 
more intense. 

They also want Bush to cut the 
deficit, which ballooned under his 
watch, rather than pushing for 
more tax cuts, according to an 
Associated Press poll taken right 
after the election. 

The voters’ concerns stood in 
contrast to the priorities Bush cited 
after he defeated Democrat John 
Kerry. Bush pledged to aggressive- 
ly pursue major changes in Social 
Security, tax laws and medical mal- 
practice awards. Terrorism was a 
chief concern both for Bush and 
many voters in the poll. 


Some 27 percent of respondents 
named Iraq as the top priority for 
the president’s second term, ahead 
of issues such as terrorism, the econ- 
omy and health care. 

Only 2 percent named taxes as a 
priority. By more than a 2-1 margin, 
voters said they preferred that the 
president balance the budget rather 
than reduce taxes further. 

Voters were asked to pick from a 
wide list of issues in the AP poll. 

Many voters on Election Day 
indicated they were also con- 
cerned about the broad issue of 
“moral values.” 

Republicans ranked terrorism 
first on the list, followed by Iraq 
and the economy as priorities for 
Bush. Democrats were most likely 
to name Iraq, followed by the econ- 
omy and health care while indepen- 
dents picked Iraq and then terror- 
ism, according to the poll conducted 
for the AP by Ipsos-Public Affairs.

Number of Women in 
Prison at Ali-Time High 


Female inmate rolls 
top 100,000 for the 
first time, report finds 

WASHINGTON | The number of 
women in U.S. state and federal 
prisons is at an all-time high and 
growing fast, with the incarcera- 
tion rate for females increasing at 
nearly twice that of men, the gov- 
ernment reported Sunday. 

There were 101,179 women 
in prisons last year, 3.6 percent 
more than in 2002, the Justice 
Department said. That marks the 
first time the women’s prison popu- 
lation has topped 100,000. 


Court Challenge on 

ATLANTA | School officials in sub- 
urban Cobb County go to court 
Monday to defend themselves 
against a lawsuit accusing the 
district of promoting religion by 
requiring that science textbooks 
warn students that evolution is “a 
theory, not a fact.” 

The trial in U.S. District Court 
is expected to last four days. 


Overall, men are still far more 
likely than women to be in jail or 
prison, and black men are more 
likely than any other group to be 
locked up. 

At the close of 2003, U.S. pris- 
ons held 1,368,866 men, the Bureau 
of Justice Statistics reported. The 
total was 2 percent more than in 
2002. 

The number of women in prison 
has grown 48 percent since 1995, 
when the figure was 68,468, the 
report said. The male prison pop- 
ulation has grown 29 percent over 
that time, from 1,057,406. 

The report compared 2003 fig- 
ures with those from 1995. (ap)

A man who told authorities two 
decades ago that he killed 13 women 
but was never charged with murder 
stands trial Monday for the stabbing 
death of a Michigan woman, whose 
body was found in an alley in 1979. 
Coral Eugene Watts is set to be freed 
in 2006 after serving time in Texas 
for lesser charges agreed to under a 
controversial deal in 1982 in which 
he agreed to help prosecutors solve 
13 killings. If convicted, Watts faces 
a mandatory life sentence without 
the possibility of parole, (ap)

Marines Aiming for Rapid Success 



U.S. commanders prep 
soldiers for assault on 
insurgent-held Fallujah 

NEARFALLUJAH, IRAQ I As U.S. forc- 
es prepared for what is expected 
to be the biggest Marine -led urban 
assault since Vietnam, U.S. com- 
manders pumped up troop spirits 
Sunday, saying they were no differ- 
ent from the storied heroes of Iwo 
Jima and Korea. 

“This is America’s fight,” Lt. 
Gen. John F. Sattler, the com- 
manding general of the 1st Marine 
Expeditionary Force, told the 2,500 
Marines gathered around him. 
“What we’ve added to it is our Iraqi 
partners. They want to go in and lib- 
erate Fallujah. They feel this town’s 
being held hostage by mugs, thugs, 
murderers and terrorists.” 

More than 10,000 U.S. troops 
massed around the Sunni Muslim 
city are expected to take a role in the 
assault on Fallujah. That’s well over 
twice the number of Americans who 
were involved in an April siege on 
Fallujah. That assault lasted for three 
weeks, until Marines were forced to 
pull back amid Iraqi outcry over the 
hundreds of casualties. 

Marine battalion commander 


Lt. Col. Mike Ramos predicted 
that “freedom and democracy” 
would prevail in Fallujah within 
days. “Make no mistake about it, 
we’ll hand this city back to the 
Iraqi people,” he said. “I think it 
will be rapid.” 

During the fight, rules of engage- 
ment allow U.S. troops to shoot and 


kill anyone carrying a weapon or 
driving in Fallujah, a move aimed 
at allowing U.S. troops to fire on 
car bombers, Ramos said. 

“If I see someone who looks like 
a martyr, driving at high speed 
toward my unit. I’ll send him to 
Allah before he gets close,” Ramos

Anti-French Mobs Rage in Ivory Coast 


France uses intense firepower to quell violence 


ABIDJAN, IVORY COAST I France 
rolled out overwhelming military 
might Sunday to quell an explosion 
of anti-French violence in its for- 
mer West African colony, deploy- 
ing troops, armored vehicles and 
gunships against machete -waving 
mobs hunting for foreigners. 

In the second of two stunning 
days of violence, French forces seized 
control of the largest city, comman- 
deering airports and posting gun- 
boats under bridges in Abidjan. 

French helicopters swept in at 
one point to rescue a dozen trapped 
expatriates from the rooftop of what 
was once a luxury hotel. 

The chaos began Saturday when 
Ivory Coast warplanes launched a 
surprise airstrike that killed nine 


French peacekeepers and a civilian 
American aid worker — later calling 
it a mistake. The slain soldiers were 
among 4,000 French peacekeep- 
ers in Ivory Coast, divided between 
rebel north and loyalist south since 
civil war broke out in 2002. 

France hit back within hours, 
wiping out Ivory Coast’s small, newly 
built-up air force on the ground. 

On Sunday, loyalist mobs ram- 
paged in a second day of looting and 
burning in outrage at the French 
strike. Gunshots echoed over Abidjan 
and the capital, Yamoussoukro, as 
crowds laid waste to foreign busi- 
nesses and searched for foreigners. 

The Red Cross said it treated 150 
people wounded in the violence. It 
had no figures on deaths, (ap)

Envoy Says Iran, 
EU Reached Draft 
Nuclear Accord 

TEHRAN, IRAN I Hoping to avoid a 
U.N. showdown, Iran and the 
European Union’s three big powers 
reached a preliminary agreement 
on Tehran’s nuclear program, Iran’s 
chief negotiator said Sunday. 

The agreement worked out in 
Paris with Britain, France and 
Germany could be finalized in the 
next few days, Hossein Mousavian 
told state-run Iranian television. 

If approved, the deal would be a 
major breakthrough and could spare 
Iran from being taken before the 
U.N. Security Council, where the 
United States has warned it would 
seek to impose economic sanctions 
unless Tehran gives up all uranium 
enrichment activities, (ap)

Train Laden With Nuclear 
Waste Hits, Kills Protester 


A French anti-nuclear protester was 
killed Sunday in eastern France when 
his leg was severed by a train carry- 
ing radioactive waste to Germany, 
officials said. Paramedics quickly 
cared for protester Sebastien Briat, 
21, after the incident near Avricourt, 
but he died on the way to a nearby 
hospital, officials said. He had been 
caught by surprise by the train while 
trying to chain himself to the tracks 
as part of a protest, (ap) 


I MACEDONIA 

I Referendum on Albanian Rule 
I Fails Because of Low Turnout 


< A referendum intended to keep the 
government from granting autono- 
my to Macedonia’s restive Albanian 
minority failed Sunday. The State 
Election Commission said turnout 
reached only 26.2 percent — well 
below the 50 percent needed to 
make the plebiscite valid. Defense 
Minister Vlado Buckovski hailed the 
outcome as a victory for the govern- 
ment, which earlier this year pushed 
through a law redrawing districts to 
make ethnic Albanians dominant 
in 16 out of 84 districts, (ap) 


GREAT BRITAIN 

Investigators: Suicide Try 
May Have Caused Crash 

Police on Sunday searched the site of 
a train crash that killed seven peo- 
ple for clues to what caused a car to 
be on the tracks as the high-speed 
train approached. Investigators 
were examining the car wreckage 
to determine whether the vehicle 
had stopped because of a mechan- 
ical fault, or whether the driver was 
trying to commit suicide, (ap)

Arafat’s Condition 'Complex’ 


Top deputies traveling to Paris for consultations 


CLAMART FRANCE I With Yasser 
Arafat’s top lieutenants headed to 
Paris, France’s foreign minister said 
Sunday that the Palestinian leader 
was in a “very complex” state. 

“He’s alive,” Michel Barnier said 
in an interview with LCI television. 
“His condition is very complex, very 
serious and stable right now.” 

Asked about reports that the 
75 -year- old Palestinian leader is in 
fact brain dead, Barnier replied: “I 
wouldn’t say that.” 

Arafat spent a fifth day in inten- 
sive care Sunday at a French mili- 
tary hospital. 

Former Palestinian Prime 
Minister Mahmoud Abbas, Prime 
Minister Ahmed Qureia and 


Foreign Minister Nabil Shaath 
are due in Paris on Monday for 
consultations with doctors. 

One of his senior aides, Nabil 
Abu Rdeneh, categorically denied 
Arafat was in coma after leaving 
the hospital. But Shaath later told 
CNN that Arafat was in a “revers- 
ible” coma. He denied reports that 
there was brain or liver damage. 

Arafat first fell ill nearly a month 
ago with symptoms of vomiting and 
diarrhea. He was airlifted to France 
from his West Bank compound in 
Ramallah. On Wednesday, his 
condition deteriorated and he was 
moved to an intensive care unit.

ISRAELS BURIAL PLAN

Hezbollah Drone Enters Israeli Airspace 


BEIRUT, LEBANON I Hezbollah sent 
its first reconnaissance drone into 
Israeli territory Sunday, flying over 
Jewish settlements in response 
to repeated Israeli violations of 
Lebanese airspace, the militant 
Islamic group announced. 

The flight by the Shiite militant 
group is believed to be the first hos- 
tile aerial incursion from Lebanon 
into Israel since Popular Front for 


the Liberation of Palestine- General 
Command members flew over in a 
hang glider in 1987 and killed six 
soldiers before being shot dead. 

Hezbollah said in a statement 
that its military wing sent its first- 
ever drone over “occupied northern 
Palestine, flying over several Zionist 
settlements, reaching the coastal 
settlement of Nahariya and return- 
ing safely to its base.” 


Hezbollah, which is on the U.S. 
State Department list of terrorist 
organizations but recognized in 
Lebanon as a resistance group, did 
not describe the drone’s capabilities 
or provide further details. 

Hezbollah’s al-Manar TV station 
said the drone flew over Israel at a 
low altitude for 20 minutes. 

Israel’s Army claimed the craft 
was Iranian-made and confirmed 
it penetrated Israeli airspace and 
flew over western Galilee, (ap)

Kidnappers Seek

Lives of U.N. workers 
in Afghanistan linked 
to fate of 26 eaptives 

KABUL, AFGHANISTAN I Taliban- 
linked militants holding three 
kidnapped U.N. workers on Sunday 
demanded the release of 26 prison- 
ers, some possibly in U.S. custody 
at Guantanamo Bay, in return for 
sparing the hostages’ lives. 

The group also said it might ease 
its other demands to end a crisis 
that has stirred fear that Afghan 
insurgents are learning from their 
Iraqi counterparts. 

Ishaq Manzoor, one of several 
men claiming to speak for the kid- 
nappers, told the Associated Press 
that a list of the 26 was handed to 
Afghan officials during talks at a 
secret location Sunday afternoon. 


A government delegation asked 
for two days to look for the prison- 
ers and find out whether they are in 
Afghanistan or outside, Manzoor 
said. 

Kabul has secured the release 
of several foreign hostages during 
the past year, using tribal chiefs and 
former militant leaders for behind- 
the-scenes negotiations. 

Last November, a Turkish engi- 
neer was freed after a month in cap- 
tivity following the release of two 
Taliban prisoners. Kabul denied 
any link and insisted no ransom 
was paid. 

The kidnapping of Annetta 
Flanigan of Northern Ireland, 
Angelito Nayan of the Philippines 
and Shqipe Hebibi of Kosovo was 
the first against foreigners in the 
capital since the fall of the Taliban

Daniel Johnston is more blue funk than funky 


T R I B U T E S I WhenNirvanaperformed 
“Lithium” at the 1992 MTV Music 
Video Awards, Kurt Cobain wore a 
curious T-shirt with a frog logo and 
the question, “Hi, how are you?” 

The shirt was designed by a man 
Cobain frequently declared his all- 
time favorite songwriter: Daniel 
Johnston. Today, Johnston remains 
not only an influence musicians wear 
on their sleeves, but a kind of god- 
father of low-fi pop. 

The new album features covers 
of Johnston’s music — with con- 
tributions from Beck, Tom Waits, 
the Flaming Lips and many more 
— plus a second disc of the origi- 
nal recordings. It’s titled “The Late, 
Great Daniel Johnston” and features 
his tombstone on the cover. 

The man in a suit looking down 
at the grave is Johnston, who is alive 
and well. But the album seeks a little 
pre-posthumous recognition for the 


42 -year-old singer, who has bipolar 
disorder and now lives with his par- 
ents in a small Texas town. 

“I’m dead,” Johnston said when 
reached by telephone at his home 
in Waller, Texas. “You’ve called 
heaven.” 

While his songs remain largely 
unfamiliar to music fans, they’re 
famous among musicians — who 
view Johnston as a “songwriter’s 
songwriter.” 

Johnston sings in a high, scrag- 
gly, childlike voice over crude piano 
or guitar that often doesn’t adhere 
to strict rules of tempo or rhythm. 
The music is very raw, without a high 
production gloss. But this intimate 
recording works because of the 
devastating honesty of Johnston’s 
lyrics. 

As good as the covers are, the 
original songs by Johnston are 
the real attraction here. His tunes 


of unrequited love, loneliness and 
abiding hope are remarkably pow- 
erful, leaving musicians slack-jawed 
in awe. 

Johnston has had brushes with 
fame before. In 1985, he was featured 
in an MTV show about the Austin 
scene and then signed to Atlantic 
Records. 

“It was like being on ‘Bonanza,’” 
Johnston remembered. “I was just 
like a star and I couldn’t get away.” 

At the time, Johnston was clearly 
not ready for the mainstream. The 
sessions with Atlantic were marred 
by bouts of depression, resulting in 
the ironically titled “Fun,” released 
in 1994. 

He has put out of a dozen albums 
and at least as many cassette tapes 
over the years, but commercial suc- 
cess has eluded him. Still, Johnston 
plans to keep busy churning out 
tunes. He also continues to draw and 
has had his work shown in galleries 
in Los Angeles and in Europe.

M U S I C I The idea of Britney Spears 
releasing a greatest-hits disc after 
only five years in the cultural con- 
sciousness seems premature. 

To beef up “Britney Spears 
Greatest Hits: My Prerogative” 
(Jive Records), two of the 17 songs are 
previously unreleased tracks: “I’ve 
Just Begun (Having My Fun),” which 
sounds like No Doubt’s “Hella Good,” 
and “Do Somethin’.” Both provide 
Britney with further opportunities 
to proclaim her need to have fun and 
be herself Then there’s her utterly 
unnecessary version of Bobby 
Brown’s “My Prerogative,” with its 
trendy Bollywood tinge. 

The 14 genuine Britney hits left 
are not in chronological order, but 
they provide an interesting study into 
Britney’s evolution as an artist. 

Her first song was her best: 


“ ... Baby One More Time” is intensely 
melodic, and you can actually hear 
her singing, not just growling or 


panting or giggling on cue. 

Other earlier offerings are truly 
insipid. “Stronger” is so lamely feel- 


good, it could have been the theme 
song to a “Karate Kid” sequel. Same 
with “(You Drive Me) Crazy.” 

But the Neptunes-produced “I’m 
a Slave 4 U,” off her third album, 
“Britney,” is a damn sexy song, with 
its thumping beats and seductive 
“get-it get-it, get-it get-it” chorus. 

The insanely catchy “Toxic,” from 
her most recent disc, “In the Zone,” 
actually is one of her greatest hits. 
The string-heavy, stop -and- start 
chorus alone makes you want to 
forgive the “Alias” wannabe video. 

For true fans and collectors, the 
greatest hits collection comes with 
a second disc, featuring dance mixes 
of several songs from “In the Zone”— 
“Toxic,” “Everytime,” “Breathe on 
Me” and “Outrageous” — followed 
by the “Chris Cox Megamix,” which 
is exactly what the title would sug- 
gest: Britney’s biggest hits, crammed 
into five minutes and slathered with 
layered dance beats, coming soon to 
a cardio kickboxing class near you.

Two DVDs argue that, 
yes, high school was 
really that messed up 

DVD I “Fast Times at Ridgemont 
High,” directed by Amy Heckerling 
and based on Cameron Crowe’s 
book, followed a bunch of well- 
drawn Southern California types 
during one school year. Crowe spent 
1979 -’80 undercover at a San Diego 
high school researching the book 
that he later adapted as his first 
produced screenplay. 

Eleven years later, another high- 
school movie arrived. Richard 
Linklater’s “Dazed and Confused” 
was set in 1976 and revolved around 
a group of Texas teens, covering 24 
hours on their last day of school. 

Together, the movies create a kind 
of cinematic diptych of that time. 
Besides their high- school settings 
and chronological proximity, the 
movies were ensemble comedies 
released by Universal (which has 
paired them in a DVD set called 
“The Ultimate Party Collection”) and 
both featured large casts of young 
actors who would go on to promi- 
nence. (Along with Sean Penn, “Fast 
Times” starred Jennifer Jason Leigh 


and Phoebe Cates. The immense 
“Dazed” cast included such nascent 
stars as Matthew McConaughey, Ben 
Affleck, Milla Jovovich, Parker Posey 
and Renee Zellweger.) 

One difference between the two 
movies was the music, a direct influ- 
ence of their respective times. 

“Dazed” falls squarely in the 
’70s and from the opening strains 
of Aerosmith’s “Sweet Emotion,” 
through some Alice Cooper, ZZ 
Top and Foghat, the soundtrack is 
pure classic rock. “Fast Times” rests 
in a confluence of the waning emi- 
nence of album- oriented rock and 
the rise of MTV, with Led Zeppelin 
and Jackson Browne sharing space 
with the Go -Go’s, the Cars and 
Oingo Boingo. 

While Crowe’s dialogue is realis- 
tic, and the display of sex and drug 
use by teens was groundbreaking, 
the experience of seeing it now is 
that of watching a funny movie 
stuck in the ’80s. 

Linklater’s film is more viscer- 
al, less plot- driven. His characters 
are up all night, indulging in his 
trademark philosophical debates, 
and you get the sense that their sto- 
ries will continue beyond the film.

Keel of Musicals, 85, Dead

His 
size and lusty voice made him an 
ideal leading man for such stars as 
Esther Williams (“Texas Carnival,”

Grayson (“Show Boat,” “Lovely to 


Look At,” “Kiss Me Kate”) and 
Doris Day (“Calamity Jane”). His 
own favorite film was the exu- 
berant “Seven Brides for Seven 
Brothers.” 

When MGM’s musical factory 
was disbanded, Keel kept busy on 
the road in surefire attractions 
such as “Man of La Mancha,”

“No, I wouldn’t think so,” 
Redskins coach Joe Gibbs said. 

The star running back not only 
beat Detroit with his legs, he also 
put his right arm to use. 

Portis ran for 147 yards on 
34 carries and threw a tiebreak- 
ing touchdown pass to lead the 
Redskins to a 17-10 victory over 
the Lions on Sunday. 

Detroit rallied late, but its 
hopes for a tying drive ended at the 
Washington 20 as time expired. 

With back-to-back 21-yard 
gains to open the second half, 
Portis became the first player to 
run for 100 yards against Detroit 
this season. Those powerful runs 
with sharp cutbacks set up his 15- 
yard pass to Laveranues Coles that 
gave Washington a 10-3 lead. 

Taylor Jacobs blocked a punt 
and Walt Harris scooped up the 
ball and returned it 13 yards to 
put the Redskins ahead by 14 later 


in the third quarter. 

The Redskins might have a 
chance to turn it around in the 
second half of the season if they 
can figure out a way to get the ball 


to Portis — a lot.

FOOTBALL | The Pittsburgh Steelers 
made certain there’s nobody unbeat- 
en now in the NFL, except for Ben 
Roethlisberger. 

The Steelers combined their 
still-flawless new quarterback 
with a touch of the old — a Jerome 
Bettis of yesteryear and a defense 
that was Steel Curtain-tough — to 
dominate the Philadelphia Eagles 
27-3 Sunday and leave the NFL 
without an undefeated team.

Pirates put hottest 
video games online 
before official release 

P I RACY I A month before the video 
game’s scheduled release in the 
United States Tuesday, illegal cop- 
ies of the sci-fi action title “Halo 2” 
were on the Internet. 

Highly anticipated games, such 
as “Grand Theft Auto: San Andreas” 
and “Half-Life 2,” have fallen vic- 
tim to copyright theft. Illegal ver- 
sions have appeared on file- shar- 
ing networks, news groups and 
Web sites. 

“You spend three years of your 
life pouring everything you have 
into this project, and then somebody 
gets their hands on the game and 
gives it away to the world for free,” 
said Brian Jarrard of Microsoft 
Corp.’s Bungie Studios, maker of 
“Halo 2.” 

The French version of “Halo 2” 
was on networks and news groups 
in October. 

Source code from the sequel to 
the popular “Half-Life,” was sto- 
len from developer Valve Corp. 
and circulated last fall. The inves- 
tigation led to one arrest. FBI agent 
Ray Lauer in Seattle identified the 


suspect as a German male. 

“Half-Life 2” will arrive in 
store shelves on Nov. 16, Valve 
Corp. said. 

By the time New York-based 
Rockstar Games released its 
crime saga “Grand Theft Auto: 
San Andreas” on Oct. 26, an ille- 
gal version was on the Internet for 
a week. 

Douglas Lowenstein, president 
of the Entertainment Software 
Association, blamed crime syndi- 
cates. Security experts say the prob- 
lem stems from employees. 


Gabe Zichermann, vice presi- 
dent of strategy and communica- 
tions of security company Trymedia 
Systems, said video games are vul- 
nerable because so many people 
handle them — from artists and 
programmers to workers who 
package the final product. 

He said 70 percent of security 
breakdowns are caused by insid- 
ers. 

The leak of “Halo 2” hasn’t 
affected sales — Microsoft said 
more than 1.5 million copies were 
pre-ordered. matt slagle (ap)

The $70 RadioShark lets you 
record radio to your computer. 

Aside from the shark-fin shape 
of RadioShark, from Griffin 
Technology, the beauty is its sim- 
plicity. 

It takes less than 5 min- 
utes to install the software, plug 
Radioshark in and learn the con- 
trols. 

Inside, there’s a radio. You con- 
nect the device using USB. There 
are no buttons or dials or station- 
setting on the unit — that’s accessed 
via software. 

A square lists station-tuning, 
volume controls and time -shift- 


ing tools. 

To tune the RadioShark, drag a 
notch at the top of the display.

Apply now for holiday 
jobs, experts suggest 

JOBS I People who want to earn 
some extra money during the hol- 
iday season should get their job 
applications in now. 

Employment experts say that 
should translate into work oppor- 
tunities for students, stay-at-home 
parents, retirees and others who 
would like some extra cash in the 
final months of the year. 

“Retailers are a good place to 
start,” said John A. Challenger, chief 
executive officer of the job place- 
ment company Challenger, Gray & 
Christmas Inc. in Chicago. “And the 
time to start looking is sooner rath- 
er than later.” 

Retailers may be the obvious 
place to look for holiday work, but 
there are other businesses that 
may also need seasonal workers. 
Challenger said. These include call 
centers, which will be busier tak- 
ing orders and dealing with billing 
issues; travel and hospitality firms, 
which may see more demand for 
catering or hosting dinner parties; 
shipping and transportation compa- 
nies and security companies. 


John Putzier, a human resources 
consultant based in Prospect, Pa., 
said job seekers generally are more 
successful if they apply in person 
rather than via a Web site or by 
mail. He also encourages people 
to get their job applications in to 
retailers soon, pointing out that, 
for many, “the Christmas season 
starts after Halloween.” 

Bill Tate, a vice president 
with Manpower Inc., a tempo- 
rary employment agency based 
in Milwaukee, said the company 
expects more demand for season- 
al workers this year than last in a 
variety of industries. 

Some are obvious, like catalog 
sales operations and call centers. But 
others have seasonal demands, too, 
such as financial services compa- 
nies that have to handle more credit 
card receipts, consumer products 
industries that have to ship more 
goods and printing plants that have 
holiday orders for cards and custom 
stationery, he said. 

Seasonal work can be used as a 
stepping stone back into the work 
force, he added. “If you’re a good 
employee, a seasonal job can lead to 
an extended assignment at a com- 
pany or turn into a permanent posi-

Tossing bags through 
holes isn’t complex, 
but it’s catching on 

The projectiles are lighter than 
horseshoes and safer than lawn 
darts, but the idea’s the same: 
Players try to hit a target several 
paces away. 

The game is called cornhole, or 
corn toss, because players try to 
throw cloth bags filled with corn 
into a hole. It is an Ohio phenome- 
non that is catching on elsewhere. 

“It’s easy to play; you don’t have 
to dig a pit, drive stakes or tear up 
your lawn,” said Mike Whitton, 
founder and president of the 
American Cornhole Association. 

“You don’t have to work up a 
sweat, either. About the worst thing 
that could happen is you could spill 
your beer.” 

Beanbag games have been 
around for generations. Portable 
goals have let the backyard game 
travel to tailgate parties, bars and 


college campuses, and an industry 
has sprung up supplying boards, 
bags, clothing and other para- 
phernalia. 

The idea is to throw a bag filled 
with corn into a 6 -inch hole in a

How much lead time is there for a 
New Yorker cartoon? I ask because 
they seem quite topical but doesn’t 
a magazine need some time to get 
laid out? 

We appear on newsstands on 
Monday and sometimes we put 
cartoons in the magazine as late 
as Friday afternoon. But most of 
the cartoons come from ones we 
bought months before and some- 
times years before. 

How long did it take you to get your 
first cartoon published by The New 
Yorker? 

I submitted cartoons for two 
years before I got one published. 
About 500 cartoons in total. 

What are some of the criteria you 
use for selecting cartoons — espe- 
cially political ones. Which topics 
are the most challenging and/or vol- 
atile? 

We favor cartoons that commu- 
nicate some idea as well as being 
funny. In general, no topics are 
taboo if handled correctly. Comedy, 
of which cartoons are a part, usually 
deals with all the problems of life 


excepting tragedy, but sometimes 
it can go there as well. 

Going one step beyond The New 
Yorker, do you think the rising gen- 
eration of cartoonists will have 
much of a financial future in the 
print media, such as newspapers 
and magazines? 

I think the future will be online 
in combination with on- demand 
publishing. 

Have you heard that Sting has a 
large framed copy of one of your 
cartoons in his house? I think it 
depicts two old rich guys talking, 
one of them saying something like 
“Sure, my life is good, but I’d rather 
be Sting.” 

My wife read that and said, 

“That egomaniac!” But I have to say 
I’d do the same thing (and I wouldn’t 
mind being Sting either). 

Hey, if you pay what Sting did 
ITl do one for you.
